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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicants arguments and amendments filed 01/09/2006 have been entered. 

2. Claims 3 and 15-20 have been cancelled. 

3. Claims 1, 7, 9-10, and 12 have been amended. 

4. Rejection of claim 1 under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph is withdrawn. 

5. Rejection of claims 1, 4-5, and 10 under 35 USC 102(b) is withdrawn. 

6. Claims 1-2, and 4-14 are examined in the instant application. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-2, and 4-14 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, 
or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention for reasons of record 
in the office action mailed 10/20/2005. 

Response to Arguments 



Applicants argue in amendment filed 01/09/2006 that the specification fully enables the 
claimed invention. The applicant continues to argue that many uses for delivery of genes to cells 
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in vivo, for gene therapy and otherwise, are well known in the art, and that the cited passages 
from the specification in applicants arguments fully support uses for delivery of polynucleotides 
for purposes other than gene therapy to treat disease. This is not persuasive. The office action 
mailed 10/20/2005 discussed in detail how the claimed process encompasses gene therapy. 
Though the claimed process may envision other uses, gene therapy is one of these, and thus is 
not fully enabled as discussed previously. The cited passes of the specification presented in 
applicants arguments do not overcome and address the specific enablement issues discussed in 
the previous office action. Thus for reasons of record in the office action mailed 10/20/2005 and 
above the rejection in maintained. 

Applicants filing of a terminal disclaimer in response to the ODP rejection of claims 1-6, 
11, and 15 over copending Application No. 10/628,792 and claims 1, 3-6, 10, and 15 over 
copending Application No. 10/977,025, is acknowledged. Pending the approval of the terminal 
disclaimer, these rejections are withdrawn by the office. In the event that the terminal disclaimers 
are not approved the rejection will be reinstated.
